The shipments of coal made by the 
Monongahela River Consolidated Coal 
and Coke Company since the resump- 
tion of navigation is estimated at about 
24,000,000 bushels, and considering the 
quantity the losses have been light, 
hardly up to an avorage.

may issue his proclamation offering a 
reward, not exceeding $600, for the 
apprehension of the accused." 

•Neither the Circuit Judge nor the 
County Judge of Franklin county- 
have, up to this time, petitioned 
Governor Taylok to offer a reward for 
the capture of those who attacked 
Senator GOBBBL. A Republican lea- 
der, speaking of the fact, said it indi- 
cated very clearly how desperate the 
followers of Mr. OOBBBL have become. 

"It looks to me," said he, "as if 
they had lost sight of everything but 
the fact that it is necessary to throw 
as much opprobrium upon Governor 
Taylok as possible on every possible 
occasion. Whether they are right or 
not is a matter of very small mo- 
ment." 

However, the failure of the county 
officials to do their duty did not deter 
Governor Tayi.uk from offering a re- 
ward out of his own pocket, which he 
did in the following self-explanatory 
card: 

"Frankfort, Feb. 2, 1900. 

"No nffOeat having been m ule to 
me as Governor by the proper authori- 
ties of Franklin county, Ky., for re- 
ward for the arrest and conviction of 
the unknown party who -hot Senator 
William Goeiikl on January 30. 1900, 
I therefore offer, on my own individ- 
ual account, a reward of $500 for the 
arrest and conviction of such party.
